2. WE BELIEVE IT PREMATURE TO ASSESS IMPACT OF 
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SOLZHENITSYN ON CSCE AT THIS TIME. 
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3. EAST EUROPEAN SOURCES HAVE BEEN EMPHASIZING TO 
DEPTOFFS THAT SOLZHENITSYN EXPULSION WAS BEST WAY 
OUT OF AN INCREASINGLY TENSE SITUATION, WHICH DEMANDED 
SOVIET ACTION IN FACE OF SOLZHENITSYN S RECENT 
"PROVOCATIONS." WHILE THEY APPEAR TO EXPECT THIS AFFAIR
